Freedom of the press ended 
Friday morning at CSUS. ASI 
President John Giannoni and 
Student Senators Tony Mazy 
and Rick Morrison, removed 
an article from the Hornet's 
front page at Majestic 
Publishing Company after it 
had left the newspaper staff 
Thursday night 

The censored _ article 
defined the unconstitut ionality 
of Giannoni'’s dismissal of 
editor Dave Miller. It further 
clarified the 
unconstitutionality of his 
placing the Campus Media 
Board (CMB) “inactive” 

The censored story stated 
in conclusion, ‘He (Giannoni) 
has acted without the sanction 
of the senate and without 
constitutional authority.” 

By 10:30 Friday morning, 
Hornet staffers had printed 
handouts announcing the 
censorship and_ that 

occupation of ASI offices is 


planned until Giannoni 
resigns or at least freedom of 
the press is assured.’ 
Announcements were made in 
classes. Local media were 
contacted Two _ television 
stations and several radio 


stations began following the 
story 

By 1 p.m. concerned 
students and faculty had 
gathered in the Hornet office 
Nearly 50 people marched on 
the ASI offices distributing 
3,000 reprints of the original 
front page of the paper 
containing the censored 
article 

Many students along the 
way were eager to receive a 
copy of what one _ person 
termed ‘‘the article Giannoni 
is afraid of."’ One student 
reacted with ‘I don’t want 
that trash.”’ 

When the free press 
demonstrators reached the 
ASI offices, Giannoni was not 
there. Three senators turned 
up: Tony Mazy, Darold 
Alexander, and Jean 
Hoffman. A meeting in the 
Walnut Room across the hall 
was granted. 

Mazy was evasive of 
questions, saying, ‘I’m not 
here to defend myself.’’ Mazy 
failed to clearly justify his 
part in the censorship, 
reflecting Giannoni’'s 
statement during a_ taped 


television news _ interview, 
‘‘Journalistically | speaking 
the article was 
inappropriate.’’ When 


questioned as to why it was 
inappropriate, Giannoni said, 
“TI can’t really say.” 

At the meeting, the 
senators agreed to sign a 
petition calling for an 
emergency session of the 
Student Senate to deal with the 
snowballing situation. That 
session is slated for today at 1 
p.m. in the University Union 
Student Senate Chambers. 

An earlier time for the 
meeting was discouraged by 
Dean of Students Norm

Better. “‘It would be very 
difficult to get the senators 
together before the regularly 
scheduled Tuesday, | p.m. 
time.” 

But an unofficial Sunday 
night gathering of senators 
and Hornet staff members 
produced an agreement 
between Giannoni and Miller 
clearing up some of the issues.

Last Tuesday, ASI Senate 
Chair Jim Hollenback, 
candidate for ASI president 
next year, said that 
termination of Miller and the 
CMD would ‘‘stand as is” 
because the senate had no 
power to overrule Giannoni's 
action. However, according to 
the constitution, the 
president's actions needed 
senate approval. 

The Board of Justice, ina 
closed meeting last Wednes- 
day, failed to decide the 
matter. 

The Hornet is ‘‘fighting for 
a free press’’ according to 
Rick Holloway, associate 
news editor. ‘This right is 
assured under the First 
Amendment of the United 
States Constitution. In 
addition, even if the ASI is our 
publisher, court cases have 
established the precedent that 
censorship by student 
government is not allowed.” 

“Giannoni does not have 
the power to fire me and 
disband the CMB according to 
the ASI constitution,’’ said 
Miller. ‘‘If he was displeased 
with the way I am running the 
Hornet, as he indicated in the 
dismissal letter, he could have 
talked to me about it. He never 
has.” 

Until freedom of the press 
is assured the Hornet must be 
“escorted to the printers and 
guarded there to prevent any 
altering’’ said Cliff Adams, 
Hornet backshop manager.

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Social work students picket

Some 20 to 30 students 
mostly first - year graduates 
of the School of Social Work, 
picketed classes and the social 
work office in the trailers by 
the Music building Monday. 

The strikers asked social 
work students to boycott 
classes supporting the 
following demands and 
changes; that Robert's Rule of 
Order be used in the 
curriculum coordinating 
committee; that the number 
of field work units be 
increased to the original 46; 
the immediate reinstatement 
of an ombudsman and 
grievance procedures; an 
open field work placement 
policy; and a minimum of 12 
elective units for all social 
work students as part of the 
curriculum. 

The strike was planned last 
week during the social work 
convocation. The graduate 
students urged the strike, but 
undergraduate support is 
sought. 

It is hard to gauge support, 
as few classes were held 
Monday. One graduate class 
that was picketed had only 10 
of 40 students show up. 
Undergraduate support was 
low because little publicity 
was available to them, 
according to spokesman of the 
strike. 

Faculty support was also 
undeterminable. Professor 
Guy Peto, said he would not 


hold classes and added, 
‘‘Students should be 
responsible for their 


learning.’’ Other teachers did 
not know enough of the matter 


to comment 
Spokesperson Sheila 
Hembury commented, ‘A 


strike was necessary because 
we have tried to compromise 
since Sepiember, and that 
means students give in. There 
is no other way to redress our 
grievances except by this 
dramatic act. We hope for a 
quick resolution to be back in 
class.”’ 

Jesse McClure, dean of the 
School of Social Work, said the 
issues listed in a letter given to 
him by the strikers have never 
been discussed before. He said 
he would negotiate. Tentative 
plans were made for Monday 
afternoon. 

Gary Green, another strike 


leader, denied McClure’s 
comment 
“The issues have been 


discussed so much that they 
are public information,”’ he 
said 

Some of the picket signs 
read; ‘“‘Students Unite,”’ 
‘practice what you teach’, 
and ‘‘real power, not 
persuasive power’. Another 
sign, ‘‘Stifle yourself Wanda,”’ 
was addressed to Wanda 
Collins, associate dean and 
chair of the curriculum 
committee hwo decided on the 
reduced field work policy. 

Picketers expect 
undergraduate support. to 
increase as the strike spreads. 


Giannoni signs accord 


A partial solution to ASI 
President Giannoni's conflict 
with the Hornet has been 
signed by Giannoni and Editor 
- in - chief Dave Miller. 

The agreement reinstates 
Miller as editor, reactivates 
the Campus Media Board, and 
endorses a task force on ASI 
media that will ‘‘clarify the 
ASI'’s role in the area of 
media.’’ 

It further calls for the 
revision of the policy manuals 
of the Hornet and KEG radio, 
a fee schedule for Hornet 
advertising ending arbitrary 
rates, and an advertising 
policy manual to determine 
what ads will be accepted. 

The document does not 
address the issue of 
censorship by the ASI 
president or the question of the 


president's power to fire an 
editor. This controversy will 
be debated at the emergency 
student senate session called 
as a result of the march on ASI 
offices last Friday. 


The interim compromise 
agreement was drawn up 
Sunday night in an informal 
gathering of four senators and 
two members of the Hornet 
staff. Present were: Senate 
Chair Jim Hollenback, 
Senators Jean Hoffman, Tony 
Mazy, Brad Ward, and Hornet 
editor Dave Miller and 
newspaper staff writer 
Howard Pine. 

A press conference at 10 
a.m. was held in the 
University Union Walnut 
Room to announce the partial 
solution.

President assumes role 


Issues are censorship 


press freedom and 
president's authority

Freedom of the campus 
press was the issue, the 
answer for some people was 
the reinstatement of Dave 
Miller as Editor. However, 
there are some of us who still 
view a free press as the 
supreme issue, as of yet not 
resolved 

In amidnight meeting, Sun- 
day, Dave Miller, John Gian- 
noni, Jim Hollenback and 
some senators came to what 
they concluded was a neces- 
sary compromise. Miller did 
not consult with the members 
of the editorial staff of the 
Hornet, and acted much the 
same as John Giannoni did 
when he started the present 
controversy that culminated 
with the censorship of the Fri- 
day Hernet 

A Hornet staff which was 
solidified by the censorship 
act, has now been spread 
apart by unethical com 
promise. Most of us, angered 
by Giannoni’s removal of a 
front page story, were arguing 
the basic premise of freedom, 
as provided in the US 
Constitution. Some_ ap- 
parently were more 
concerned with Dave Miller 

There is no compromise to 
censorship, by anyone. Dave 
Miller's position as editor was 
minor when compared to the 
abridgment of free reporting 

The ASI, placing the em- 
phasis on the fact that they are 
a corporation, take the 
position that since they are the 
publisher of the Hornet, which 
is still a question of legalities, 
the removal of a story harmful 
to the corporation is accep- 
table. Or as Senator Tony 
Mazy stated at Friday's 
meeting, ‘‘I felt removing the 


article was in the best 
inic rests of the students.” 

The article involved the 
lack of constitutional 
authority on John Giannoni’s 
part 

We are now involved in a 
discussion to determine

whether Giannoni had the 
right to censor a newspaper 
That in itself is a total ab- 
surdity. Almost as absurd asa 
compromise with a politician 
who has overstepped his 
powers 
At any rate, we the students 
at Sacramento State, are liv- 
ing and breathing in a cor- 
porate structure, which has 
little empathy for the 
students. This corporation, 
has elected officers who 
represent the students 
as a government and as such 
the First Amendment 
prohibits government 
intervention in the press 


In a Supreme Court ruling, 

involving Dickey vs. the 
Alabama State Board «ai 
Education, the Supreme Court 
left only one question, 
‘Whether the First 
Amendment applies to private 
schools.’ 


CSUS is not a private 
school. ASi is not a private 
corporation The student 
government has infringed on 
the constitutional rights of the 
Hornet, and must be made ac- 
countable to the students 

In conclusion at this time, 
Giannoni should be 
impeached 


Senator wants 
Giannoni ousted 


An ASI student Senator is 
initiating impeachment 
proceedings against ASI 
President John Giannoni. 


According to ASCSUS 
Statute on impeachment, any 
senator ‘‘may impeach any 
elected or appointed ASCSUS 
official by presenting two 
written, signed lists of charges 
to the Senate Chairman. The 
charges of impeachment shall 
include the written seconds of 
two senate members. 


The statute reveals that 


“the only grounds for 
impeachment are non - per- 
formance of those duties 
necessary to the proper 
functioning of that office or for 
flagrant disregard of College 
Rules or ASCSUS Constitution 
and/or Statutes.’ 


Should an official be 
impeached, the senate chair 
shall call a special hearing not 
more than two weeks, and not 
less than one week from the 
date of impeachment, ac- 
cording to the statute.

One mistake is understan- 
dable, but when the ASI 
President blows it twice in the 
same week, it’s time for him to 
o ffer his resignation. 

Arrogantly and without any 
class, ASI President John 
Giannoni walked into the 
Hornet newsroom last week 








and handed Hornet Editor 
Dave Miller a letter which 
stated, “Your services as 
interim editor are no longer 
needed effective 
immediately.” 

That was his first error 

Then came his second error 
in Judgement 


Without conferring with the 
Hornet, a front page story 


about his lack of constitutional 
authority was pulled from the 
front page by Giannoni and 
replaced by an ad for the ASI 
elections

Giannoni’s. dismissal of 
Miller is illegal and his blatant 


censorship is in direct 
violation of the First 
Amendment of the 


constitution. 


Giannoni’s first mistake 
ignited a week full of ASI 
shenanigans. Last Tuesday 
afternoon at a Student Senate 
meeting, ASI Senate Chair 
Jim Hollenback said _ the 
student senate ‘‘had no power 
to overrule Giannoni’s 


decision.”’ 
Nice try, Hollenback. The 
First Amendment protects 


journalists from people like 
Giannoni 

The enraged Hornet staff 
members who attended the 
Senate meeting were shocked 
at the sudden and iilegal 
move by Giannon: to get rid of 
an adversary (Miller). 

Miller and Giannoni have 
been in conflict since Giannoni 
vetoed the Campus Media 
Board's (CMB) recommen- 
dation of Miller to be editor 
last June. The CMB was also 
“placed inactive’ by Gian- 
noni because of a need for 
what he terms “‘real leader- 
ship in order to clear up cer- 
tain aspects of ASI funded 
media and programs.” 

Giannoni's apparent 
reason for his actions 
concerns the Hornet’s com- 
promising position in the 
Gallo-UFW-MECHA conflict. 
Miller accepted an ad from the 
UFW for $25, the ASI contends 
the ad should have run for $80. 

ASI Senator Tony Mazy 
said, “The ASI thinks the 
Hornet disregards the best 
interests of the studenis and 
you guys are concerned 
mainly with the interests of 
the staff. The AS! disagreed 
with Hornet policy throughout 
the year.”’ 

CSUSPresident James 
Bond told Journalism 
Department Chair John Egan 
that he was displeased with 
Giannoni's actions 

That's only natural, for 
even though Bond has been 
receiving unfavorable 
publicity in the Hornet, it 
could be hazardous to his 


ASI stalls anti-faculty 


The ASI Executive Com- 
mittee postponed approval 
Thursday of a document 
disapproving of CSUS faculty 
tactics to combat ad- 
ministration. 

The ‘Associated Students 
Perspective of the ‘Faculty 
Declaration of Intent’ "’ says 
faculty threats of actions are 
‘detrimental to the university 


and in particular to the 
students.”’ 

Faculty - endorsed in a 
recent referendum, the 


‘‘Faculty Declaration of 


Intent’’ asks for ‘‘non 
recognition and non 
cooperation’ with the ad- 
ministration of CSUS 


Presidert James G. Bond. 


Non participation by 
faculty in administrative and 
academic affairs, the 
document states, may harm 
students. 

“Certainly, it cannot be 
conceived in the minds of the 
Faculty Senate that to no 
longer turn in grades and to no 
longer work to prepare class 
schedules will not have a per- 
nicious effect upon the univer- 
sity and in particular, the 
students.”’ 

“The faculty needs to find 
ways of arguing with ad- 
ministration without det- 
riment to students,’ Dean of 
students Norman M. Better 
said in support of the student 
statement. 


position to advocate the con- 
trol of free press. 

‘“Giannoni and Hollenback 
are tools, used by the ad- 
ministration in an effort to 
make the Hornet a house 
organ,’ Hal Rubin, CSUS 
Journalism instructor and 
CMB member said. 

However, Mary Ellen 
Burns, an ex-editor of the 
Hornet, told Rubin that when 
she met with Bond he stated 
that he wanted the Hornet to 
be a ‘‘public” relations 
document.’ Bond told her the 
paper should concentrate on 
writing about things like mar- 
ching bands and sports. 

It’s quite understandable 
that the administration would 
want an editor to print articles 
which shed favorable light 
upon their affairs. 

“The administration is no 
different than outside 
bureaucratic agencies,"’ 
Rubin stated. “City hall 
covered with ivy is still City 
Hall.”’ 

Neither the administration 
nor the ASI should stick their 
noses into newspaper produc- 
tion affairs. The only reason 
most politicians desire the 
control of the press may have 
something to do with some of 
their less admirable actions 

The Sacramento Mayor, 
Phil Isenberg, doesn't 
manipuiate the Union or the 
Bee, and ASI should have no 
control over the Hornet. The 
staff is preparing for profes- 
sional journalism careers, 
and not for the use of an ASI 
megaphone 

In the past few years even 
high school papers have been 


protected by the First 
Amendment. 

“That's the only way a 
newspaper can run,” said 


Rubin. ‘‘If the editor had to go 
running to the ASI for per- 
mission to print an article 
there would not be time to 
print the paper.”

The two - page document 
describes the manner in which 
the faculty declaration was

By Terry Abernathy 
Staff Writer 
Considerable evidence 
suggesting the late President 
John F. Kennedy was not 
killed by Lee H. Oswald was 
presented by Rusty Rhodes, 
executive director of the Com- 
mittee to Investigate Political 

Assassinations, during his

Attempting to gain support 
for house resolution 204, a bill 
which would give the House 
Select Committee full powers 
of congressional subpoena, 

Rhodes charged the politics of 

assassination have risen since 

the JFK slaying. 
Despite the conclusion 
reached by the Warren Com- 
w mission that Lee H. Oswald 
could feasibly have fired three 
shots within 4.8 - 5.6 seconds 
Rhodes cited contrary 
evidence 

Oswald's Italian rifle was 
according to Rhodes, ‘one of 
the worst weapons” ever 
created.”’ The $12.78 special 
notorious for faulty firing, had 
a wobbly scope when checked 
by the Dallas Police 

Another handicap _ that 
would have impaired 
Oswald's time limit was a 
large, oak tree planted 
between the President's 
limousine and the School Book 
Depository Building 

Rhodes pointed out it took 
11 expert riflemen 12 three - 
shot volumes of firing before 
one could meet the 5.6 time 
limit. 

Not only were these experts 
firing at a stationary target, 
Rhodes added, but they were 
not using the same _ poor 
quality rifle. 

The Zapruder film of the as- 
sassination shows spectators 
running up a grassy knoll after 
the slaying. When these 
witnesses were questioned, 80

per cent of them said they 
heard a shot from the grassy 
knoll and were attempting to 
chase the assassin 

When the Dallas Police 
gave Oswald a paraffin test — 
a test which detects whether 
nitrates from rifle fire are 
present — the results were 
negative. Rhodes said the test 
results were legally  ad- 
missable evidence that 
Oswald was innocent 

The speaker said the fact 
that Oswald was seen by a 
Dallas policeman 90 seconds 
after the shooting on the 2nd 
floor of the School Book 
Depository Building is further 
evidence of his innocence. 
Because the elevator was not 
working and a witness who 
was using the only staircase 
never saw Oswald pass her 
Rhodes implied the accused 
assassin could not have 
descended four stories in a 
minute and one half 

The private investigator 


also disputed the Warren 
Commission's conclusion that 
the first shot penetrated 
Kennedy's throat, entered 
Gov. John Connally (after 
suspended |.8 seconds in the 
air), shattered his rib. wrist, 
and thigh 

In contrast, Rhodes said the 
first shot hit Kennedy's 
shoulder only. With the second 
‘‘wild’’ shot hitting a spectator 
on Main Street and the third 
striking Connally, that left the 
fourth fatal bullet to penetrate 
Kennedy's head 

Rhodes showed the only two 
filmed accounts of the Dallas 
assassination to document his 
hypotheses 

Several peculiar facts 
which suggest a Warren Com- 
mission cover - up were dis- 
cussed by Rhodes 

Jack Rubenstein (Ruby) 
when arrested for the Oswald 
slaving, was never questioned 
about the $2,000 cash on his 
person, nor the $5- 000 cash 


Guild supports Hornet

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vote to censure Giannoni 
came only moments after 
Miller had finished his ad- 
dress 

Copies of the letter condem- 
ning Giannoni's midnight cen- 
sorship of the Hornet will be 
sent to Giannoni, CSUS 
President James Bond, and to 
the office of CSUC Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke

The CSUS men's 
gymnastics team arrived in 
Sacramento Sunday after 
spending four days at Cedar 
Falls, lowa, competing in the 
national championships

there by the seven Hornets

The Hornets finished in 
seventh place with a combined 
score in the compulsory and 
optional phases of 320. CSI 
Chico, experienced in national

It was the first time the 
Hornets competed on the 
national level where 
composure and consistency 
pay off more than spectacular 
routines.

Outrageous! The Who prove 
they're best at rock n’ roll

SAN FRANCISCO — When 
The Who give a concert, they 
leave memories in the minds 
of those in attendance. When 
The Who feels that it owes 
something to an audience, 
they go a step further 

They reach the soul 

That's precisely what the 
legendary rock quartet from 
England did at San 
Francisco's intimate 
Winterland Saturday and 
Sunday 

During their last stopover 
in the Bav Area (1973 at the 
Oakland Coliseum), drummer 
Keith Moon passed out on 
stage. Supposedly, Moon had 
been slipped a little horse 
tranquilizer in his drink. A 
new drummer was brought on, 


but The Who isn't The Who 


without Moon. The show was 
nearly a flop 

But promoter Bill Graham 
had Pete Townshend and Co 
back last weekend. The Who 
brought the ecstatic and 
tightly packed Friscan throng 
to its knees, assuring the 
people that they won't get 
fooled again 

After being adequately 
warmed up by a new Britain 
bunch, The Steve Gibbons 
Band, the Saturday crowd 
buzzed in anticipation of what 
is considered by many as the 
greatest rock and roll band 
today. 

Nearly everyone was on 
their feet with the entrance of 
the four rock gods. Moon does 
a forward roll and _ plops 
himself in the middle of his 
drums. Like a golden - maned 
lion, lead singer Roger 
Daltrey prances with his mike 
- lasso. John Entwistle, the

The crowd is now 
inesmerized by the magic the 
group is emanating. Another 
oldie, ‘Substitute,’ followed 
before Daltrey handed the 
mike to Entwistle, who sang a 
moving version of his Who’s 
Next rocker, ‘‘My Wife’’. 

Alternating old and new 
favorites, it continued with 
“Baba O'Riley’, ‘Squeeze 
Box’’, ‘Behind Blue Eyes’’ 
and “Dreaming From the 
Waist.’’ The gathering 
chanted the verse ‘‘in and out’ 
with Daltrey during ‘‘Squeeze 
Box,,, the AM biggie. Moen 
left the stage temporarily as 
Daltrey jokingly said that 
serious musicians were 
needed for the touching 
‘Behind Blue Eyes’ 

The loony Moon, who now 
sports a beard instead of a five 
o'clock shadow, was shortly 
back to provide the opening 
percussion for ‘‘Magic Bus’’ 
The swaying, clapping crowd 
was building with enthusiasm 
as eight cuts from Tommy 
highlighted the show.

Wilson has a _  ‘‘little 
garage’ workshop. It shouid 
then follow that he worked 
with the sinisterness of a 
mechanical engineering Dr 
Jeckyl, planning and testing 
for his car 

After three weeks of work 
Wilson had completed most of 
the engine of his 25 horse 
power automobile 

Work progressed at a slow 
rate. The auto's subsystems 
all had to be created 
simultaneously, he explained 

“While building the car I 
realized what a complete 
system the automobile really 
is. It all has to grow at the 
same rate.” 

By last October Wilson had 
completed the chassis of the 
130 - inch long vehicle 

The car’s wheel base 
measures 87 inches.

pointment and doubt that 
must have surely then 
overwhelmed him 

But the car began to take 
shape during the five - week 
recess. Wilson finished build- 
ing theengine, installed it, and 
later started work on the 
auto's aluminum body 

The student is now in the 
process of installing the car's 
upward - swinging doors, their 
sliding plexiglas windows, and 
a front windshield. He hopes to 
have completed all finishing 
touches by April 2, in time for 
exhibition during the CSUS 
open house 

Wilson estimates that he 
has spent approximately 20 
hours a week since last 
September constructing the 
now nearly completed 
vehicle. All physical work was 
prefaced by countless hours of 
preliminary sketching. 

The car was to be entered in 
an economy and emissions 
rally, but the contest was 
cancelled because the spon- 
soring school, UCD had no en- 
try. 

“When the contest was 
cancelled, I kinda had the 
wind knocked out of my sails 
for a while,’’ Wilson said. 

“T guess the only thing I can 
get out of it is the publicity and 
some cheap transportation."’ 

If Wilson's pre - mileage 
testing calculations are ac- 
curate, the five - gallon gas 
tank will carry the 1100 Ib

“High gas mileage is the 
primary reason for a can of 
this size and weight.’’ A com- 
pact car of comparable size 
weighs approximately 2000 
Ibs., he continued to explain. 

Upon licensing, he and his 
wife plan to use the two - seat 
auto to commute to and from 
work. 

“It's not important that you 
can’t fit the kids and groceries 
in the backseat. Ninety - nine 
per cent of our driving is back 
and forth to jobs,”’ he said as 
he leaned forward in the black 
leather bucket seat and turned 
the key in the ignition.

no speed demon, ”’ he later said 
while cautiously weaving 
around walking students dur- 
ing a recent demonstration 
drive for this Hornet reporter. 


Wilson says his creation is 
much safer and has a higher 
driving visability than most 
compact cars. The car’s side 
panels provide ‘‘good’’ torso 
protection and its steel frame 
is welded together to form a 
‘‘good”’ roll cage. 


The mechanical engineer 
did not undertake a cheap pro- 
ject. He estimates that the 
finished car will have cost him 
$1700 


Wilson approached the

The California State 
Legislature vetoed a bill last 
week designed to make power 
companies fully responsible 
for damage resulting from 
nuclear accidents. 

Two other bills relating to 
nuclear power were debated 
by the assembly. AB 2820, 
sponsored by Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin from San 
Bernardino, requires the State 
Energy Commission and the 
legislature to agree that 
adequate facilities for reuse of 
spent fuel should exist before 
new plants are licensed 

The other bill, would halt 
licensing of new nuclear 
power plants until a safe way 
is found to dispose of atomic
